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Changes  in  Payroll  Procedures 
for  Salaried  Staff 


Many  of  the  administrative  procedures 
currently  in  force  have  not  kept  pace  with 
the  dynamic  growth  of  the  University.  The 
most  glaring  examples  are  the  documenta- 
tion of  new  staff  and  the  payroll  procedures. 
New  systems  are  currently  being  developed 
which  will  make  greater  use  of  the  com- 
puter. These  new  systems  should  be  fully 
operative  by  the  summer  of  1968.  In  the 
meantime  certain  specific  changes  will  be- 
come effective  this  spring.  With  a total  staff 
in  excess  of  10,000  it  is  no  longer  possible 
to  distribute  cheques  to  salaried  staff  in  the 
Payroll  Department.  At  the  present  time 
some  4,000  pay  cheques  are  distributed 
each  month  in  the  Payroll  Office  and  this 
costly  and  time-consuming  pay  parade  is  to 
be  eliminated  for  all  except  hourly  rated 
employees.  Members  of  staff  will  be  given 
the  choice  of  having  their  pay  cheques 
mailed  to  their  banks  or  mailed  to  their 
home  addresses.  Whichever  method  is 
chosen,  a statement  of  salary  and  the  deduc- 


tions made  therefrom  will  be  mailed  to  the 
home  addresses. 

In  September  1967  the  Chief  Accoun- 
tant’s Office  issued  payroll  cheques  to 
10,413  staff  members  of  the  University  of 
Toronto;  this  was  1,463  more  than  in  Sep- 
tember 1966,  and  3,029  more  than  in  Sep- 
tember 1965.  Last  year  15,000  T-4  slips 
were  prepared  and  mailed;  this  year  the 
figure  will  be  close  to  20,000.  Each  month 
there  are,  on  the  average,  4,000  changes 
which  must  be  incorporated  into  the  payroll 
before  pay  cheques  can  be  issued.  Each 
January  it  is  necessary  to  commence  deduc- 
tions for  Canada  Pension  Plan  and  every 
month  thereafter  the  deductions  must  be 
scrutinized  so  that  they  are  stopped  when 
the  full  amount  required  by  law  has  been 
paid.  Each  time  Income  Tax  rates  change, 
the  net  pay  for  every  staff  member  must  be 
recalculated.  Each  July  the  Payroll  Depart- 
ment is  faced  with  the  monumental  task  of 
calculating,  setting  up,  and  verifying  some 
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80,000  individual  changes  in  gross  pay  and 
personal  deductions. 

Needless  to  say,  the  Payroll  Department 
has  been  hard  pressed  to  keep  up  with  this 
tremendous  volume  of  work.  That  they 
have  been  able  to  do  so  is  in  no  small  mea- 
sure attributable  to  a strong  sense  of  devo- 
tion to  their  work  and  the  realization  that 
many  of  us  are  vitally  concerned  with  our 
personal  financial  commitments  which  can 
only  be  met  by  receiving  our  regular  pay 
cheques  on  time. 

However,  it  became  evident  some  time 
ago  that  changes  were  necessary  in  the 
methods  and  routines  being  followed  if  the 
Payroll  Department  was  to  continue  render- 
ing adequate  service.  It  was  realized  too 
that  the  problem  did  not  concern  only  Pay- 
roll but  that  it  also  involved  the  Personnel 
Department  and  the  entire  system  com- 
mencing with  the  appointment  of  an  indi- 
vidual to  the  staff.  Accordingly,  a special 
group  was  formed  and  assigned  the  task  of 
designing  better  procedures  which  would 
ensure  that  the  payroll  was  prepared  as 
quickly  and  accurately  as  possible,  and 
would  provide  accurate,  up-to-date  informa- 
tion for  the  Personnel  Department.  They 
were  given  the  additional  objective  that  the 
new  system  should  eliminate  all  those  weak- 
nesses which  have  plagued  everyone  for 
some  considerable  time.  Specifically,  they 
were  told  to  stop  the  nuisance  of  the 
monthly  pay  parade  and  to  provide  each 
staff  member  with  a statement  of  his  earn- 
ings and  deductions,  each  month,  regard- 
less of  how  he  received  his  pay. 

In  March,  a new  computer,  an  I.B.M. 
Series  360  model  40,  is  being  installed  to 
replace  the  existing  I.B.M.  Model  1401 
which  serves  the  Administrative  needs  of 
the  University  and  this  computer  will  be 
utilized  to  the  fullest  extent  in  the  prepara- 
tion of  the  payroll. 

Most  of  the  work  done  so  far  in  connec- 
tion with  this  system  design  has  not  directly 


affected  any  staff  member  but  certain 
changes  will  soon  become  evident  as  the 
new  procedures  are  gradually  introduced. 

Over  the  next  few  months  several 
changes  are  planned  in  the  distribution  of 
cheques  and  earning  statements  for  those 
on  the  monthly  payroll.  Starting  in  March, 
earning  statements  will  be  sent  to  home 
addresses  for  staff  members  who  have  their 
cheques  deposited  in  a bank. 

In  March  and  April  home  addresses  will 
be  shown  on  the  cheques  of  all  staff  paid 
on  a monthly  basis  who  are  not  now 
taking  advantage  of  the  bank  deposit 
arrangement.  You  are  asked  to  notify  the 
Payroll  Department  immediately  of  any 
changes,  errors,  or  omissions  as  these 
cheques  will  be  mailed  to  the  home  address 
commencing  with  the  May  pay.  The  mailing 
will  be  timed  so  that  the  cheques  will 
arrive  on  the  normal  pay  day  which  is 
usually  the  28th  of  each  month. 

Cheques  for  hourly  rated  employees  will 
continue  to  be  prepared  on  a fortnightly 
basis  and  distributed  in  person  as  in  the 
past. 

Sometime  in  April  a questionnaire  will  be 
distributed  to  every  staff  member.  The  in- 
formation required  is  vital  to  the  new 
Personnel-Payroll  system  and  your  full  co- 
operation in  filling  in  the  answers  and 
returning  the  form  as  quickly  as  possible 
is  requested.  Without  this  co-operation 
success  with  the  new  system  will  be  well- 
nigh  impossible. 

It  is  anticipated  that  once  the  new  system 
is  fully  operating,  most,  if  not  all,  of  the 
irritations  in  the  present  system  will  be 
eliminated.  Of  course,  this  will  not  happen 
overnight  and  not  without  the  full  support 
of  every  staff  member.  You  will  be  kept 
informed  of  any  further  proposed  changes 
as  they  are  made.

University  of  Toronto  Senate: 

Summary  of  Minutes,  Feb.  9, 1968 


( 1 ) The  minutes  of  the  meeting  of 
January  12,  1968  were  approved  with  the 
following  addition: 

The  Senate  passed  a motion  recommend- 
ing to  the  Acting  President  that  the  mem- 
bers of  the  proposed  committee  on  the 
structure  of  the  University  be  named  as 
soon  as  feasible. 

(2)  Mr.  Faulkner,  President  of  the  Stu- 
dents’ Administrative  Council,  addressed  the 
Senate  on  the  subject  of  student  representa- 
tion on  governing  bodies  of  the  University. 

(3)  The  Senate  received  a letter  of  ap- 
preciation for  the  expression  of  sympathy  by 
the  Senate  at  the  death  of  Professor  W.  H.  T. 
Baillie. 

(4)  The  Senate  received  statistical  sum- 
maries from  The  College  of  Education. 

(5)  The  Senate  received  a letter  from 
the  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Governors 
approving  the  limitation  of  enrolment  in 
the  first  year  of  Degree  and  Diploma  courses 
to  100  students  in  the  Faculty  of  Music  for 
the  session  1968-69. 

(6)  The  Senate  approved  a report  from 
the  Council  of  the  Faculty  of  Medicine 
recommending  the  conferring  of  a Bachelor 
of  Science  (Medicine)  degree. 

(7)  The  Senate  approved  a report  from 
the  Council  of  the  School  of  Graduate 
Studies  recommending  the  conferring  of  122 
graduate  degrees,  including  25  Ph.D.  de- 
grees, 20  M.A.  degrees,  36  M.Sc.  degrees, 
29  M.A. Sc.  degrees. 

(8)  The  Senate  approved  a report  from 
the  Council  of  the  School  of  Hygiene  recom- 
mending the  award  of  a Diploma  in  Hospi- 
tal Administration. 

( 9 ) The  Senate  approved  the  appoint- 
men  of  four  non-University  examiners  in  the 
Diploma  Course  in  Business  Administration. 

(10)  The  Senate  approved  a report  of 
the  Executive  Committee  reporting  as 
follows:

(ii)  reporting  that  a sub-committee  of 
the  Executive  Committee  has  been 
formed  to  meet  with  the  University 
solicitors  to  study  the  legal  problems 
involved  in  student  representation  on 
the  Senate  and  in  the  election  to  the 
Senate  of  faculty  representatives  from 
the  School  of  Graduate  Studies. 

(iii)  reporting  that  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee has  arranged  for  a communica- 
tion about  the  Macpherson  Committee 
Report  to  the  March  meeting  of  the 
Senate. 

(iv)  At  the  request  of  the  Executive 
Committee,  the  Vice-Provost  of  the 
University  spoke  briefly  on  the  relation- 
ship of  the  new  Student  Centre  and 
Hart  House.  He  reported  that,  while 
no  formal  relationship  existed,  the 
Students’  Administrative  Council  had 
accepted  membership  on  a Committee 
to  study  the  future  of  Hart  House.  It 
was  expected  that  this  committee  would 
be  able  to  provide  coordination  in  plan- 
ning. 

(11)  The  Senate  approved  a report  of 
the  Committee  on  Admission  Standards, 
recommending  and  reporting  as  follows: 

(i)  recommending  revision  of  admission 
requirements  in  the  following  Faculties: 

(a)  The  Faculty  of  Architecture, 
Urban  and  Regional  Planning  and 
Landscape  Architecture  removing 
restrictions  on  optional  subjects. 

(b)  The  Faculty  of  Forestry  adding 
History  to  the  list  of  optional  subjects. 

(c)  The  Faculty  of  Food  Sciences 
changing  the  admission  requirement 
from  60%  to  64%. 

(d)  The  Faculty  of  Medicine  changing 
the  admission  requirement  for  the 
Pre-Medical  Course  from  60%  to  70%. 

(e)  The  Faculty  of  Music  changing 
the  admission  requirement  from  60% 
to  64%  and  changing  several  of  the 
Professional  Requirements. 

(f)  The  Faculty  of  Arts  and  Science 
changing  the  musical  qualifications 
for  admission  to  the  Honour  Course 
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in  Music  to  read:  “Certificates  of  the 
Royal  Conservatory  of  Music  of 
Toronto  for  Grade  VIII  in  voice  or 
instrument,  Grade  II  Theory  and 
Grade  III  Harmony  (or  their  equiv- 
alents)”. 

(11)  reporting  that  the  Committee  had 
met  with  representatives  of  the  Toronto 
secondary  schools  to  discuss  the  situa- 
tion in  Grade  13  following  the  elimina- 
tion of  Grade  13  departmental  examina- 
tions. 

(12)  The  Senate  approved  a report  of 
the  Committee  on  Scholarships  and  Other 
Awards  concerning  the  establishment  of  one 
new  award,  an  amendment  to  one  existing 


award,  and  four  withdrawals  of  existing 
awards. 

The  Committee  reported  to  the  Senate 
that,  with  the  elimination  of  the  final  Grade 
13  examinations,  criteria  similar  to  those 
that  will  be  used  by  the  Office  of  Admis- 
sions should  be  used  in  choosing  candidates 
for  admission  scholarships.  It  is  proposed 
to  use  a formula  for  scholarship  candidates 
combining  Grade  12  final  and  Grade  13 
mid-term  averages  and  Ontario  Scholastic 
Aptitude  Test  scores.  In  addition,  several 
other  factors  will  be  taken  into  account- 
previous  record  of  the  various  schools,  a 
principal’s  assessment  of  his  own  candidates, 
the  university  course  applied  for. 


The  President’s  Council 


At  a special  meeting  of  the  President’s 
Council  on  Jan.  24,  Alex  Rankin  described 
the  situation  facing  the  administrative  ser- 
vices in  his  bailiwick— i.e.,  the  accounting, 
payroll,  pensions,  personnel,  purchasing, 
planning,  construction  and  engineering,  and 
building  and  utilities  maintenance  services 
—and  explained  why,  in  his  opinion,  that 
situation  necessitated  the  occupation  by 
those  services  of  more  space  in  the  adminis- 
tration building  at  215  Huron  Street.  On 
top  of  the  regular  work  of  these  central 
services,  a very  large  additional  workload 
has  been  superimposed  in  the  last  few 
years.  The  Department  of  University  Affairs 
has  laid  down  new  requirements  for  the 
filing  of  extensive  and  detailed  reports  on 
capital  projects;  the  payroll  has  gone  up  to 
10,000  persons,  the  number  of  appropria- 
tion accounts  to  8,000,  the  total  of  assisted 
research  funds  has  in  the  past  four  years 
increased  from  six  to  thirteen  million  dol- 
lars. The  addition  of  buildings  has  created 
needs  for  additional  heating  and  chilling 
capacity,  for  a new  Hydro  terminal,  for  new 
electrical  and  water  installations,  traffic  con- 
trols, and  parking  arrangements,  and  there 
are  new  and  stringent  fire  and  safety  re- 
quirements imposed  by  the  City.  Simultane- 
ously, the  regular  work  of  these  central 
services  has  for  some  time  been  falling  pro- 
gressively further  behind  schedule,  in  spite 
of  herculean  efforts  and  almost  continuous 
overtime,  because  the  expansion  of  the  Uni- 
versity has  overtaken  the  capacity  of  the 
existing  system  and  personnel  to  provide 
the  necessary  services,  and  there  is  no  room 
to  accommodate  any  more  staff.  Some  of 


the  results  of  this  dilemma  are  inexcusable: 
cheques  for  pensioners  have  been  delayed 
for  weeks  or  months,  persons  newly  on  pen- 
sion or  newly  bereaved  have  been  unable 
to  ascertain  their  entitlement,  clear  explana- 
tions about  the  new  pension  scheme  should 
have  been  distributed  two  years  ago  but  are 
still  unavailable;  salary  alterations,  state- 
ments of  deductions,  and  T4  forms  have 
been  unreasonably  delayed;  construction 
and  renovation  projects  have  bottlenecked. 
So  that  the  same  staff  which  is  demonstrably 
inadequate  to  cope  with  the  regular  work- 
load is  now  up  against  additional  demands 
which  cannot  be  met  by  any  conceivable 
amount  of  overtime  work,  and  the  density 
in  all  the  administrative  offices  is  so  great 
that  no  more  staff  can  be  squeezed  in. 

After  studying  a great  many  alternatives, 
including  the  moving,  decentralization,  and/ 
or  “farming  out”  of  some  or  all  administra- 
tive services,  Mr.  Rankin  had  concluded 
that  the  only  feasible  solution  lay  in  a mas- 
sive reorganization  and  modernization  of 
the  administrative  systems  and  procedures; 
it  would  be  necessary  to  take  over  some  of 
the  space  in  the  administration  building  that 
is  temporarily  being  occupied  by  two  aca- 
demic departments,  so  that  the  needed 
personnel  can  be  added,  a new  computer 
can  be  brought  in,  and  a thorough  systems 
reorganization  can  take  place,  with  the  per- 
sons who  must  learn  to  work  within  a 
modern  system  of  computerized  procedures 
located  in  close  contact  with  the  computer 
and  with  each  other.  The  loading  facilities, 
University  stores,  etc.,  that  were  incorpo- 
rated in  the  design  of  215  Huron  Street 
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make  that  building  the  only  sensible  loca- 
tion for  the  maintenance,  construction  and 
engineering  services,  with  their  draughts- 
men; they  will  use  data  from  the  computer, 
as  will  the  planning,  payroll,  accounting 
and  personnel  offices.  To  initiate  a better- 
integrated  operation  will  require  a degree 
of  liaison  that  could  not  be  achieved  if  the 
heavy  users  of  the  data  were  dispersed  in 
different  buildings.  ( It  was  pointed  out 
that,  ideally,  Statistics  and  Records  should 
also  be  in  close  proximity  to  the  computer, 
although  that  is  not  encompassed  in  the 
present  plans.)  If  we  already  had  sophisti- 
cated, automated  procedures,  it  would  be 
possible  to  manage  with  a dispersed  staff 
using  the  computer  by  remote  control,  but 
in  the  existing  situation  it  would  be  unwise 
as  well  as  expensive  to  attempt  such  an 
operation;  the  change-over  will  be  difficult 
enough  as  it  is.  Mr.  Rankin  felt  that,  having 
regard  to  the  health  of  the  University,  there 
was  no  alternative  to  expanding  the  space 
occupied  by  administrative  personnel  in  215 
Huron  Street,  even  though  this  involved  the 
relocation  of  an  academic  department. 

Vigorous  opposition  was  expressed  to  the 
disturbing  of  an  academic  department  for 
the  sake  of  administrative  convenience;  but 
the  Council  finally  recommended  to  the 
Acting  President  that  one  academic  depart- 
ment be  moved  from  215  Huron  Street  to 
suitably  refurbished  quarters  in  the  upper 
floors  of  the  Borden  garage. 

At  the  regular  President’s  Council  meet- 
ing on  Feb.  12,  Professor  C.  E.  Hendry 
described  recent  developments  throughout 
the  province  and  the  country  in  the  educa- 
tion of  personnel  for  social  welfare  services 
and  indicated  the  current  thinking  in  our 
own  School  of  Social  Work  about  its  role 
in  this  rapidly  changing  situation. 


The  subcommittee  under  the  chairman- 
ship of  Professor  McNeill  that  was  asked  to 
consider  the  application  of  the  general  regu- 
lations about  tenure  and  appointments  to 
the  Faculty  of  Medicine  presented  its 
report,  and  after  discussion  and  some  elu- 
cidation of  the  circumstances  that  are  pecu- 
liar to  the  clinical  departments  in  that 
Faculty,  the  Council  recommended  accep- 
tance of  the  report.  The  salient  points  of 
the  report  are  ( 1 ) the  inclusion  of  heads 
of  hospital  services  and  representatives  of 
hospital  Trustees  on  the  committee  of  ap- 
pointment for  the  head  of  a hospital  divi- 
sion; (2)  the  designation  of  full-time 
teaching/research  staff  who  are  supported 
by  non-university  funds  as  ‘Tull-time  ad- 
junct staff  members”;  and  (3)  the  continua- 
tion, for  a period  of  five  years,  of  the 
traditional  practice  of  appointing  chairmen 
of  clinical  departments  without  a term  of 
office  being  established,  provided,  however, 
that  a committee  of  the  same  construction 
as  that  which  originally  recommended  the 
appointment  of  the  chairman  should  review 
his  work  at  the  end  of  every  five  years  after 
the  initial  appointment.  The  report  states 
that  the  reason  for  recommending  this  ex- 
ception to  over-all  University  practice  in 
the  case  of  the  clinical  departments  in 
Medicine  is  to  allow  time  for  the  major 
changes  now  under  way  in  the  organization 
and  development  of  the  clinical  depart- 
ments and  in  the  relationships  between  uni- 
versity departments  and  teaching  hospital 
services.  The  Council,  in  approving  the 
report,  recognized  the  need  for  consultation 
with  hospital  authorities  about  some  of  its 
implications,  and  recommended  that  the 
Acting  President  take  whatever  steps  are 
needed  to  have  it  made  part  of  the  Univer- 
sity’s policy  on  tenure  and  appointments.

Appointments  and  Promotions 


The  University 

Donald  G.  Creighton  has  been  ap- 
pointed “University  Professor”  in  the  Uni- 
versity of  Toronto  from  July  1 next. 

Now  The  Sir  John  A.  Macdonald 
Professor  of  History,  Dr.  Creighton  began 
teaching  at  the  University  of  Toronto  in 
1927.  He  became  chairman  of  the  depart- 
ment of  history  in  1955,  a post  he  gave  up 
four  years  later  to  devote  more  time  to 
research  and  writing. 

Professor  Creighton  has  written  exten- 
sively on  Confederation  and  his  two-volume 
biography  of  Sir  John  A.  Macdonald  won 
Governor-General’s  medals  in  1952  and 
1955.  Two  years  ago  he  was  one  of  two 
writers  who  each  received  the  first  $15,000 
Molson  Prizes  awarded  by  the  Canada 
Council. 

Dr.  Creighton  is  the  second  “University 
Professor”  at  Toronto,  Dr.  Northrop  Frye 
having  been  given  this  title  a year  ago  when 
he  relinquished  his  position  as  principal  of 
Victoria  College. 

Arts  and  Science 

Donald  P.  Kerr  has  been  appointed  chair- 
man of  the  Department  of  Geography,  of 
which  he  has  been  acting  chairman. 

A member  of  the  Toronto  staff  since 


1946,  Dr.  Kerr  is  an  urban  geographer  with 
special  interests  in  the  location  of  industry 
and  the  general  problems  of  regional  eco- 
nomic growth. 

Graduate  of  the  University  of  British 
Columbia,  he  earned  his  M.A.  at  Toronto, 
was  a meteorological  officer  with  the 
R.C.A.F.,  1943—45,  then  studied  at  the 
University  of  California,  Berkeley,  and  in 
1950  received  his  Ph.D.  from  Toronto. 

Among  many  publications  are  The 
Changing  Face  of  Toronto— a study  in 
Urban  Geography  (with  Jacob  Spelt)  and 
the  recent  Metropolitan  Dominance  in  Can- 
ada, in  the  publication  Canada,  A Geogra- 
phical Interpretation,  Centennial  Volume  of 
the  Canadian  Association  of  Geographers. 

Dr.  Kerr  is  past  president  of  the  Cana- 
dian Association  of  Geographers,  member 
of  the  Canadian  Committee  of  the  Interna- 
tional Geographical  Union,  and  member  of 
the  National  Advisory  Committee  for  Geo- 
graphical Research.

John  J.  Carroll  has  been  appointed  chair- 
man of  the  Department  of  English  in  Uni- 
versity College  effective  July  1.

Dr.  Carroll,  38,  was  born  in  Peoria, 
Illinois.

After  two  years  in  the  U.S.  Army,  includ- 
ing thirteen  months  in  Korea,  he  earned 
his  Ph.D.  at  Harvard,  as  did  his  wife,  who 
now  teaches  at  Trinity  College.  Prof.  Car- 
roll  has  been  at  University  College  since 
1958  and  was  made  professor  last  year. 

He  edited  Selected  Letters  of  Samuel 
Richardson,  published  in  1964  by  Oxford 
University  Press;  is  the  editor  of  a forth- 
coming collection  of  critical  essays  on 
Richardson;  is  author  of  many  articles  and 
reviews;  and  has  given  two  series  of  lec- 
tures on  the  modern  novel  for  the  CBC. 

Prof.  Leech  took  over  the  chairmanship 
of  the  department  four  years  ago.  Previously 
he  taught  at  the  Universities  of  Wales  and 
Durham,  and  was  head  of  the  Durham 
English  Department  from  1954  to  1963. 


Innis  College 

Peter  H.  Russell  has  been  appointed 
acting  principal  of  Innis  College,  replacing 
Principal  Robin  Harris,  who  will  be  on 
leave  during  1968-69. 

Now  associate  professor  of  political 
science,  Prof.  Russell  joined  the  Toronto

A graduate  of  Trinity  College  in  philo- 
sophy, he  was  a consistent  scholarship 
winner.  He  was  also  athletic  manager,  de- 
bater, head  of  his  year,  naval  reservist,  and 
summer  weekly  newspaper  editor.  In  1954 
he  went  to  Oxford  on  a Rhodes  scholarship, 


graduating  in  political  science  and  eco- 
nomics. 

Medicine 

Irving  B.  Fritz,  professor  of  physiology 
in  the  University  of  Michigan,  has  been 
named  professor  and  chairman  of  the  Bant- 
ing and  Best  Department  of  Medical  Re- 
search, with  effect  from  July  1. 

Dr.  Irving  Fritz  was  born  in  Rocky 
Mount,  N.  Carolina,  in  Feb.,  1927.  He 
joined  the  University  of  Richmond,  Va.,  in 
1943  and  in  1948  gained  his  doctorate  in 
dental  surgery  from  the  Medical  College  of 
the  Virginia  School  of  Dentistry.  In  1951, 
he  gained  his  Ph.D.  in  physiology  from  the 
University  of  Chicago  and  then  spent  two 
years  with  the  U.S.  Army  Dental  Corps. 
After  a two  year  post-graduate  fellowship 
at  the  Institute  of  Medical  Physiology, 
Copenhagen,  Denmark,  he  was  appointed 
assistant  director  of  the  Department  of 
Metabolic  and  Endocrine  Research,  Michael 
Reese  Hospital,  Chicago.  In  1956,  he  was 
named  assistant  professor  of  physiology. 
University  of  Michigan.  He  became  asso- 
ciate professor  in  1960  and  professor  in 
1964. 

Dr.  Fritz’s  research  interests  are  in 
general  metabolic  endocrine  physiology,  in 
the  inter-relations  between  carbohydrate 
and  lipid  (fat)  metabolism  and  in  the  func- 
tion of  the  vitamin  carnitine  in  lipid  meta- 
bolism. Alone  or  with  others,  he  has 
authored  42  research  papers  and  publica- 
tions. 

Sunnybrook  Hospital 

This  September  Sunnybrook  Hospital  will 
embark  on  a program  of  medical  under- 
graduate training  for  the  first  time  in  the 
history  of  the  hospital  when  students  are 
assigned  there  in  their  final  year  of  training. 

In  preparation  for  Sunnybrook’s  role  as  a 
teaching  hospital,  the  University  of  Toronto 
has,  for  the  past  year  and  a half,  been 
recruiting  senior  teaching  and  medical  staff. 

On  July  1,  1967,  Dr.  Donald  L.  McRae 
became  radiologist-in-chief  at  Sunnybrook 
Hospital,  and  professor  of  Radiology  at  the 
University  of  Toronto.  A graduate  of  the 
University  of  Toronto,  Dr.  McRae  took  his 
training  in  Radiology  at  the  Royal  Victoria 
Hospital,  Montreal.  Until  June,  1967,  he 
was  radiologist-in-chief  of  the  Montreal 
Neurological  Institute,  Montreal,  and  an 
associate  professor  of  Radiology  at  McGill 
University. 
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Also  on  July  1,  Dr.  Douglas  H.  John- 
son joined  the  staff  of  Sunnybrook  as  head 
of  the  Department  of  Family  Practice.  A 
graduate  of  the  University  of  Toronto,  he 
interned  at  Toronto  Western  and  Sunny- 
brook Hospitals. 

Dr.  Ian  Duncan  became  head  of  the 
Department  of  Microbiology,  August  1, 
1967.  Dr.  Duncan  is  a 1952  graduate  of 
Glasgow  University  where  he  trained  in 
Bacteriology  and  Virology.  From  1955  to 

1957  he  was  a member  of  the  staff  of  The 
Hospital  for  Sick  Children,  Toronto.  A 
Fellow  of  the  Royal  College  of  Physicians 
and  Surgeons  of  Canada  in  the  specialty  of 
Bacteriology,  Dr.  Duncan  is  an  associate 
professor  of  bacteriology  at  the  U.  of  T. 
and  former  associate  professor  of  Bacteri- 
ology at  the  University  of  Western  Ontario 
and  director  of  Microbiology  at  St.  Joseph’s 
Hospital,  London,  Ontario. 

Dr.  Sheila  McDonald  was  appointed  to 
assist  Dr.  Duncan  in  the  Department  of 
Microbiology  last  October.  She  is  a graduate 
of  Edinburgh  University  where  she  trained 
in  Bacteriology  and  Virology.  From  1959 
to  1961  Dr.  McDonald  was  a research  fel- 
low in  Bacteriology  at  The  Hospital  for 
Sick  Children.  At  the  time  of  her  appoint- 
ment she  was  a lecturer  in  Bacteriology  at 
the  University  of  Edinburgh. 

Last  September  Dr.  Peter  H.  Pinkerton 
joined  Sunnybrook  Hospital  as  head  of  the 
Department  of  Laboratory  Haematology.

On  May  1,  Prof.  Bruce  Cruickshank 
will  arrive  at  Sunnybrook  Hospital  to  be- 
come head  of  the  Department  of  Pathology. 
Dr.  Cruickshank,  presently  professor  of 
Pathology  at  the  University  College  of 
Rhodesia  and  Nyasaland,  Salisbury,  Rho- 
desia, recently  resigned  his  post  there  as 
dean  of  Medicine.

Postgraduate  Medical 
Education 

The  Refresher  Course  for  Women  Doctors 
began  on  Feb.  12.  This  course,  the  first  of 
its  kind  in  North  America,  to  our  knowledge, 
brought  back  27  Ontario  women  physicians 
who  had  been  inactive  for  from  three  to 
twenty  years.  The  course  which  runs  from 
Feb.  12  to  March  1 was  initiated  by  a 
preceptorship  committee  of  the  Ontario 
branch  of  the  Federation  of  Medical  Women 
under  the  chairmanship  of  Drs.  Adelaide 
Fleming  and  Ruth  Kurdyak.  The  Ontario 
Department  of  Health  generously  supported 
this  effort  by  making  available  to  each 
registrant  a $200  bursary  to  defray  living 
costs  during  this  course.  In  the  morning 
they  receive  clinical  experience  in  clinics 


and  other  out-patient  facilities  in  the 
various  teaching  hospitals,  and  in  the  after- 
noon attend  didactic  lectures  at  the  Women’s 
College  Hospital. 

In  so  far  as  is  possible  the  division  and 
heads  of  the  clinical  departments  have 
attempted  to  provide  individually  super- 
vised clinical  experience  in  speical  areas  of 
the  registrant’s  choice.  Through  the  gener- 
ous co-operation  of  many  faculty  members 
especially  those  responsible  for  the  super- 
vision and  conduct  of  out-patient  clinics,  a 
wide  range  of  options  has  been  provided; 
from  these,  27  individual  programs  were 
drawn  up.  Through  this  arrangement  the 
previously  inactive  woman  physician  is 
given  an  opportunity  to  gain  clinical  ex- 
perience under  close  and  sympathetic  super- 
vision. The  long-range  objective  of  the 
course  is  to  encourage  physicians  to  return 
to  some  form  of  regular  medical  practice. 

During  the  first  three  days  of  the  course  the 
27  women  physicians  attended  the  Refresher 
Course  for  General  Practitioners  provided 
by  the  Department  of  Obstetrics  and  Gyne- 
cology. They  were  also  invited  to  attend 
a special  clinical  day  at  the  Hospital  for 
Sick  Children  on  Feb.  28.  They  were  en- 
couraged to  attend  selected  sessions  of  the 
Eleventh  Annual  Refresher  Course,  School 
of  Hygiene  from  Feb.  19  to  23,  such  as 
those  on  “Multiple  Screening— Organizing  a 
Program”  and  “Recent  Advances  in  Control 
of  Infectious  Diseases”. 

The  first  Ray  F.  Farquharson  Memorial 
Lecture  was  given  on  Feb.  20  in  Osier  Hall, 
The  Academy  of  Medicine.  The  first  lec- 
turer, Dr.  John  Eager  Howard,  Professor 
of  Medicine,  Johns  Hopkins  University, 
spoke  on  “Reflections  on  Calcium  Habits  in 
Man”.  During  his  stay  in  the  city  from 
Feb.  19  to  24,  Dr.  Howard  took  part  in 
clinical  conference  rounds  and  other  teach- 
ing activities  in  the  various  hospitals.
